“  GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  (he  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “Game  Act”  the  Game-tag 
Regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Game  Act  ” 
and  published  in  the  Gazette  of  the  12th  May,  1932, 
at  page  807,  and  the  amendment  to  said  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  900,  approved 
August  4th,  1932,  be  rescinded,  and  the  following 
regulations  be  substituted  therefor:— 

Game-tag  Regulations. 

1.  Each  deer,  as  defined  under  the  “  Game  Act,” 
shall,  when  killed  or  taken,  have  a  seal  which  has 
not  been  previously  used  attached  to  the  carcass 
thereof,  and  such  seal  must  be  securely  attached 
to  the  carcass  by  the  person  killing  or  taking  the 
animal  and  to  whom  the  seal  has  been  issued  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 


2.  Seals  are  to  be  issued  by  any  Game  Warden, 
Provincial  Constable,  Government  Agent,  oi  any 
person  authorized  by'  the  Game  Commissioner,  and 
the  seal  shall  be  in  the  shape  and  style  as  decided 
upon  by  the  Game  Commissioner. 

3.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.)  is  to  be  pay¬ 
able  for  every  seal. 

4.  The  seal  shall  remain  on  the  carcass  of  the 
deer  until  the  carcass  has  been  removed  or  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  place  where  it  is  proposed  to  consume 
the  carcass. 

5.  The  transfer  of  seals  by  any  licence-holder  to 
another  is  prohibited. 

(i.  Should  any  purchaser  of  seals  possess  any  un¬ 
used  seals  after  I  lie  expiration  of  the  open  season 
on  deer  for  which  the  seals  were  obtained,  then  on 
his  producing  these  unused  seals  and  his  expired 
firearms  licence  at  (lie  time  In*  takes  out  his  firearms 
licence  for  the  next  year  the  numbers  of  the  seals 
shall  be  entered  on  his  new  firearms  licence,  and 
they  can  then  be  used  during  the  next  open  season 
on  deer  as  outlined  in  these  regulations. 

7.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  in  respect  to 
any  deer  killed  by  an  Indian,  prospector,  surveyor, 
or  farmer  (on  his  own  property  only)  for  use  for 
food  pursuant  to  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  con¬ 
tained  in  section  9  of  the  “  Game  Act.” 

8.  Any  person  authorized  to  issue  firearms 
licences  and  from  whom  deer  seals  have  been  pur¬ 
chased  must  note  the  numbers  of  the  seals  so  pur¬ 
chased  in  the  space  provided  for  this  purpose  on  the 
purchaser’s  firearms  licence. 

9.  Any7  person  found  in  possession  of  the  carcass 
of  a  deer  to  which  a  seal  has  not  been  affixed  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  committed  an  offence  against 
t  hese  regulations.

1.  For  the  prevention,  treatment,  care,  and  ex¬ 
tirpation  of  fruit  pests,  all  orchards,  gardens,  and 
fruit-trees  within  the  protection  spraying  zone  here¬ 
inafter  defined  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by 
any  officer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

2.  Every  owner  and  every  caretaker  of  any 
orchard  or  garden  containing  apple,  pear,  or  crab- 
apple  trees  situate  within  the  said  protection  spray¬ 
ing  zone  shall  spray  all  apple,  pear,  and  crab- 
apple  trees  owned  by  him  or  under  his  care  or 
control  at  least  four  times  in  each  year  with 
arsenical  spray  composed  of  1  lb.  of  arsenate  to 
40  gallons  of  water,  to  be  applied  by  means  of  an 
efficient  spraying  equipment,  as  follows : — 

No.  1.  A  calyx-spray  to  he  applied  when  the 
blossoms  are  falling. 

No.  2.  A  cover-spray  to  he  applied  from  two  to 
three  weeks  after  the  No.  1  spray. 

No.  3.  A  cover-spray  to  be  applied  from  two  to 
three  weeks  after  the  No.  2  spray. 

No.  4.  A  cover-spray  to  be  applied  between  the 
25th  day  of  July  and  the  Gth  day  of  August. 

Provided  that  in  any  case,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Minister  or  of  any  officer  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  the  application  of  the  said  four  sprays 
is  unnecessary,  the  Minister  or  officer  may  issue  to 
the  owner  or  caretaker  a  permit  exempting  him 
from  applying  any  one  or  more  of  said  sprays  other 
than  the  No.  1  spray. 

Provided  further  that  the  Minister  or  any  officer 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  may  issue  to  any 
owner  or  caretaker  a  permit  authorizing  him  to 
substitute  for  any  one  or  more  of  said  sprays  such 
spray  of  a  different  composition  as  the  Minister  or 
officer  may  approve. 

3.  On  or  before  the  1st  day  of  September  in  each 
year  the  owner  or  caretaker  of  any  orchard  or 
garden  containing  any  apple,  pear,  or  crab-apple 
trees  situate  within  the  said  protection  spraying 
zone  shall  forward  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
an  affidavit  proving  compliance  by  such  owner  or 
caretaker  with  the  last  preceding  regulation. 

4.  The  area  of  land  described  as  follows  is  for 
the  purposes  of  these  regulations  defined  as  a  pro¬ 
tection  spraying  zone,  to  he  known  as  the  “  North 
Kamloops  Protection  Spraying  Zone”: —

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills: 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).  Any  provisions  contained  in  any  such 
Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the  model  Bill 
shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or  underlined, 
and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it.  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  eras  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
he  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  .$300  mentioned  in  Rule 
98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  he  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
